fers with the managers committee. 


The President, it was 
said, sub- 


mitted no counter proposition to the 
men but he held out hope for an ad- 
justment by legislation if necessary. 


The impression prevailed 
amon? 


the brotherhood leaders that as a 
last resort the President might ask 
congress for 8-hour day legislation. 


The leaders explained to the Pres- 


ident their stand against arbitration 
by saying that they were carrying out 
the wishes of the 600 delegates who 
sat with them at their meeting with 
the federal mediators. 


The delegates, the President was 


told, in voting on 
whether they 


should accept or reject 
the medi- 
ators' proposal to arbitrate, 
voted 


unanimously 
for 
rejection. 
The 


brotherhood leaders presented to the 
President detailed reports of 
the 
vote cast in favor of a general strike. 


"The chief obUfction to the exist- 


ing form of arbitration on the part 
of the brotherhood," said Garretson 
today, "centers on 
the 
difficulty 


that has been experienced in select- 
ing neutral arbitrators who could do 
justice to th.e cause of the men. In

"Unless the president can find a 


road out it means a strike," said 
A. B. Garretson, president of the Or- 
der of Railway Trainmen and off!' 
cial spokesman of the employees as 
he boarded the tram for Washing- 
ton at midnight. 
Elisha Lee, chair- 


man of the conference committee of 
railroad managers, who with the IS 
members, of his committee went to 
Washington on the same train that

Mr. Garretson said that the unbend- 
ing attitude of the railroad mana- 
gers was to blame for the break.

If you want to know whether you 


are 
breathing as you ought 
to 


breathe, He on your 
back 
with a 


paper weight on your stomach. Your 
natural inhalations and exhalation;, 
should lift the object, while the part 
ot the body immediately above it 
rfemains perfectly quiet. 


Take vigorous exercise which will 


increase the circulation of the blood 
by drawing it to the active muscles 
and compel deeper breathing than 
is customary. 
With every heart 


beat the blood passes 
through the 


lungs to be purified. 
Since vigor- 


ous exercise makes the 
heart con- 
tract more violently and 
therefore 


sends more blood through the lungs 
the latter instinctively demands mora 
fresh air to attend to the piocess of 
purification.
